ranges, and is deatined to be the fusl of
the futore, making a great saving ia
time, labor and money.

The stove, as seen at the Omaha Stove
Repair Works, was a common oook
stove, with the grate taken out and the
attachment pat in ita place. Ita slin-
plicity and perfection are slmply marvel-
ous, Theoll is let into the attachment
by means of a valve, through which it /s
only possible for a certaln amount of oil
to pass and by which the amount
of fire required Is  regulated.
The water is fed to the
burner by an automatlc valve, All the
objactlonavle features of a stove ara
avolded.
